• Strays are domesticated, easily approachable and can be petted. Ferals are wild and scared of humans unless strongly motivated by hunger.

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To some people, felines are 
living, breathing disposable 
toys. 

And when those cats be¬ 
come an inconvenience, 
they’re tossed into the 
woods or abandoned down 
the road. 

If they survive long 
enough, they breed — and 
breed and breed. An un¬ 
countable number of cats 
living in colonies can be 
found in every HRM com¬ 
munity — from dockyards 
to backyards. And what to 
do with them is a difficult 
question. 

Since the SPCA became a 
no-lcill shelter in 2010, they 
don’t take in feral adult 
cats; they have only enough 
resources to manage adopt- 
able cats. But they will take 
feral kittens aged six to eight 
weeks, because those can be 
taught to be domestic. 

“It would be cruel and un¬ 
usual to take a feral cat out 
of their natural environment 
and place them in a shelter 
environment,” said Kristin 
Williams, executive director 


of the Nova Scotia SPCA. 

So what’s to be done? 

There are a handful of 
small charitable organiza¬ 
tions in HRM who trap, neu¬ 
ter/spay and release (TNR) 
feral cats back into their en¬ 
vironment. A cat colony care¬ 
giver is established to feed 
and monitor them, so that, 
in this way, the cats have a 
shot at a decent life. 

It’s the most humane solu¬ 
tion, Williams said, as a feral 
cat living in a well-cared-for 
colony can be as healthy as 
some house cats. 

But these cats fight an¬ 
other massive obstacle: pub¬ 
lic perception. While many 
people, especially the elder¬ 
ly, feed them, others wish 
they’d just disappear and 
believe the best solution is to 
ignore them. 

“I don’t care what animal 
it is, if it’s starving and I’ve 
got food I’m going to feed it,” 
said Darrold Gould, execu¬ 
tive director of Bide Awhile 
shelter. 

Coun. Jim Smith said more 
needs to be done to support 
the underfunded charities 
that do TNR work. 

“I think we could help 
them out more, but present¬ 
ly we don’t have any mech¬ 
anism to do that,” he said. 

While grants can be 
awarded for capital costs like 
traps, HRM doesn’t fund ser¬ 
vices like veterinary care.

Appeal denied 


• The owner of the 
Tramway Building, 
William Strug, appealed 
the municipality's Design 
Review Committee 
approval of the proposed 
replacement building 
under HRMbyDesign. 
That appeal was shot 
down by council on 
May 15. 


Halifax regional council has 
voted to demolish the old Tip 
Top Tailors building on Bar¬ 
rington Street. 

Tuesday night’s decision 
came in spite of concerns 
raised by the Heritage Trust 
and the owner of the adjacent 
Tramway Building over the 
new six-storey development 
planned for the site. 

A public hearing on the 
demolition of 1592 Barrington 
St. drew only one presenter — 
Phil Pacey of the city’s Herit¬ 
age Trust. Pacey warned of the 
“damage” the new develop¬ 
ment would inflict on two 
properties: the Khyber and 
Tramway buildings. 

“The Tip Top building is 


valuable,” Pacey told council. 

“It is a rare example of the 
Cuba style of the 1950s. The 
proposed replacement build¬ 
ing is oversized and incompat¬ 
ible. The proposed replace¬ 
ment building would endanger 
both the Khyber and Tramway 
buildings on either side.” 

That the Tip Top building 
has heritage value is not in 
question. The staff report rec¬ 
ommending its demolition re¬ 
ferred repeatedly to its value 
as an example of 1950s retail 
architecture. 

But the report also noted 
the building has deteriorated 
to such an extent that preserv¬ 
ing it would be extremely dif-

ficult, if not impossible. 

Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane spoke in favour of the 
development for just that 
reason. “Knowing the build¬ 
ing has been through a rough 
time and knowing how much 


it would cost to actually try 
to bring this back into code, 
I think it’s better for us to al¬ 
low for this developer to go 
forward with this building,” 
Sloane said. 

“The Khyber is very import¬ 


ant to this municipality ... and 
also the Tramway Building is 
very important. (But) some¬ 
thing like this (project) will not 
detract from the history, but 
actually, I think, make it (more 
prominent).” 


Council demands advance 
notice of transit changes 


Quinpool Road. Banners 
on poles, bike racks given 
go-ahead by council 


Metro Transit will now have to 
present any proposed service 
changes to Halifax regional 
council a month before the 
budget process, after council 
voted in favour of a motion be¬ 
fore Dartmouth Coun. Gloria 
McCluskey. 

The motion was introduced 
after councillors were appar¬ 
ently blindsided when Metro 
Transit scaled back the hours of 
operation for ferry services. The 
cut was approved as part of the 
2012-13 budget, but has been 
postponed until August. 

“They used to do (presenta-

tions) every year, but this year 
they didn’t,” McCluskey said 
after Tuesday’s meeting. 

Not everyone supported 
the move, noting that Metro 
Transit already proposes service 
changes when it presents its 
yearly service standards. 

That led Coun. Bob Har¬ 


vey to suggest that requiring 
a second set of presentations 
would be redundant. 

“Metro Transit makes a 
point of calling us in commun¬ 
ity-council groupings or small 
groupings to discuss changes 
in... districts that are related to 
each other,” he said. 

“And of course there is, at 
budget time, all the documents 
available, the service program 
for that year, pluses and minus¬ 
es to service — it’s all before 
council and can be raised dur¬ 
ing budget debate.”

Halifax regional council 
voted unanimously on Tues¬ 
day to approve the place¬ 
ment of signs on utility poles 
and bike racks along Quin¬ 
pool Road. 

The Quinpool Road Main- 
street District Association 
Ltd. requested that council 
grant approval for the signs 
on the poles, despite the 
fact many weren’t approved 
for banners by stakeholders 
such as Nova Scotia Power 
Inc. and Bell Aliant. 


Karla Nicholson, general 
manager of the association, 
has been trying to get that 
changed for more than a 
year. 

Nicholson also wants 
HRM to pony up the cash to 
replace the existing banners, 
which have become tattered 
since their installation in 
2000. She says her group is 
trying to bring character to 
the street and make it more 
of a destination.

Hundreds of cats. 
Living in colonies 
throughout HRM 
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Lying on a hot-water bottle, 
wrapped in a blanket, Angel is 
too groggy from her surgery to 
do more than lift her head and 
blink. 

She’s had a rough life. The 
pregnant mom was discovered 
at the landfill — she was either 
dumpster diving and picked up 
by a garbage truck or dumped 
nearby by her family. She was 
carrying four kittens but her 
pregnancy was humanely ter¬ 
minated and she was spayed 
last week. 

But three-year-old Angel’s 
luck will turn around. Friendly 
despite her background, the 
beautiful dappled cat will be 
taken to a foster home where 
she will be adopted out. 

The cat colony at the Otter 
Lake Landfill is one of Pamela 
Sears’ charges. She feeds and 
looks after five cat colonies 
around HRM, some as big as 
30. But she does more than 
that. Sears works with Cat 
Rescue Maritimes (ca-r-ma), a 
small cat-rescue organization 
with branches throughout the 
Maritimes. 

Ca-r-ma identifies cat col¬ 
onies, establishes a caregiver 
(feeder) if there isn’t one al¬ 
ready, then traps, neuters or 
spays each cat, and releases 
them back home. She’s worked 
on 10 to 15 of these colonies in 
the past six years. 

“It’s often someone who’s 
an elderly person — man 
or woman — who see their 
suffering and they take it upon 
themselves to look after them 
or at least feed them. Espe¬ 
cially when you see kittens it’s 
really hard. I don’t know how 
people do nothing, frankly,” 
she said. 

“They use their meagre 
pension money to feed the 
cats, but they don’t have suf¬ 
ficient money or resources to 
actually vet them.” 


One day last week, Sears 
took Metro to a cat colony in 
a rural community in HRM. 
The exact location can’t be dis¬ 
closed as Sears feels it might 
encourage people to dump 
their cats there. 

The interview was con¬ 
ducted in a car covered by bed 
sheets. From the car, hungry 
cats could be seen steadily ap¬ 
proaching a trap laid enticing¬ 
ly with I<FC chicken (Sears said 
“cats love the smell”) and wet 
cat food. 

“‘Free kittens to a good 
home’ makes shivers run down 
my spine. What value does that 
confer on that animal? That’s 
why they’re garbage. They’re 
live toys to entertain children

“I just took a cat in that’s 
been outside for seven 
months, and as far as any¬ 
one knew it was a feral 
cat.... We found out its 
hip was busted and had 
been busted for seven 
months,” said Darrold 
Gould, executive director 
of Bide Awhile shelter. 

But it was just a do¬ 
mestic cat in a lot of pain, 
he said. The cat under¬ 
went surgery and will be 
put up for adoption. 

“She’s a little darling,” 
Gould said.

or whatever, then when they 
get to be older or they’re in 
heat or spraying, then out they 
go, disposed of,” Sears said, 
outrage coming through, even 
in her whispered tones. 

“And of course they don’t 
want to look at their little faces 
out the window so they drive 
down the road to where the 
elderly woman lives or the 
farmhouse, or whatever myth 
they subscribe to, thinking this 
is the thing to do.” 

This particular colony was 
cared for by an elderly woman 
before she died recently. Other 
volunteers stepped in to con¬ 
tinue feeding the cats. 

Abandoned friendly cats 
breed generations of feral cats 
quickly. “Like rabbits,” Sears 
said. But it’s a short and brutal 
life. 

She said feral cats, victims 
of their reproduction, have a 
lifespan of about a year. It’s a 
year spent fighting each other, 
fighting disease and fighting 
for food. 

About 15 metres away from 
the car, a young skinny black 
cat decides hunger beats out 
caution. It slips in the trap, 
Sears pulls the rope and the 
trap snaps shut. As Sears pre¬ 
pares the scared feline for 
transport to a transition house 
and eventually a veterinarian, 
she says she names them all, so 
that when they die they will at 
least have a name. 

“Just that one little thing.” 


Halfway house a haven for wild cats 


Across from Maggie O’Liari’s 
washer and dryer is a big 
black cage. 

It might not look like a 
halfway house, but it offers 
wild cats a temporaiy refuge. 

“Ideally there’s always a 


vet appointment lined up, 
but that’s not always the 
case. They need to go some¬ 
where for a night or two 
and then after (the surgery) 
they need to rest,” O’Liari 
said. 


The scared animals hun¬ 
ker down and are left alone 
in the quiet basement until 
it’s time for them to see the 
veterinarian. 

O’Liari once offered fos¬ 
ter care for cats, but found 


the emotional attachments 
too hard to break. 

She has three cats her¬ 
self. One was a rescued ca- 
r-ma cat, and another was a 
stray she found in her back¬ 
yard. 


She said offering the 
temporary shelter is re¬ 
warding. 

“Especially with the 
ferals you know you’re 
making their lives better.”

More intake space 
needed now, executive 
director says

It’s a good problem to have: 
Cat adoptions at the SPCA are 
moving so quickly it’s creat¬ 
ing a bottleneck. 

When an animal comes 
into the SPCA, it needs to be 
quarantined, vaccinated and 
spayed or neutered before it 
can be put out on the “adop¬ 
tion floor.” And many of these 
felines are sent to retail part¬ 
ner outlets where they’re 
adopted. 

“Provincially, it’s doubled 
our physical capacity (for 
adoption space),” said Kristin 
Williams, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Nova Scotia SPCA. 
“The challenge is how do we 
make sure we can move the 
animals into our environ¬ 
ment quickly, and one of the 
ways to do that is increase our 
intake space to match our 


available adoption space.” 

The SPCA is looking to 
expand its facility in Bum- 
side and has asked HRM for 
a $24,604 grant, but may get 
$14,680 conditional on cost¬ 
sharing agreements. It has 
passed through the commit¬ 
tee and will be before council 
within the next month for ap¬ 
proval. 

The group wants a second 
cat-intake room, a second 
laundry facility and to pur¬ 
chase a number of new ken¬ 
nels. 

“The benefit is going to be 
tenfold,” Williams said. 

It will supply more ani¬ 
mals to the retail locations, 
and provide more space for 
overflow from the other SPCA 
branches in the province. And 
with the additional adoption 
revenue, the SPCA will be able 
to hire another inspector. Cur¬ 


rently, there are only two in 
the province; each has a case¬ 
load of 600 files. 

Cat Rescue Maritimes (ca-r- 
ma) is fundraising for a high 
volume spay/neuter clinic. 
Right now, volunteers take 
feral cats in one by one — or 
more if it’s a mother and kit¬ 
tens — back and forth to the 
veterinarian clinic. 

For about $6,000, ca-r- 
ma could establish a high- 
volume clinic that could spay 
or neuter 30 to 35 cats in one 
day. 

“This is a way to cut swaths 
through the cat population,” 
said Pamela Sears, a volunteer 
with ca-r-ma. 

Her organization is rec¬ 
ommended to receive a HRM 
grant of $787 for trapping 
equipment. According to 
policy, HRM doesn’t fund vet¬ 
erinary services.

firefighters left woods 
at noon on Tuesday 
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Fire season 


300 

According to the Department of Natural 
Resources, there are about 300 wildfires 
in the province during a typical fire 
season, which is March through October. 


Rain, rain, come again, espe¬ 
cially in Spryfield. 

Tuesday morning’s rain 
extinguished the last remain¬ 
ing hotspots in the brush fire 
between Colpitt Lake and Wil¬ 
liams Lake, which sent black 
smoke over the city’s skyline 
Monday afternoon. It caused 
a brief evacuation of about 60 
homes, but did not cause injur¬ 
ies or damage to houses. 

“Things are veiy, veiy good,” 
said Dave Meldrum, divisional 
chief with Halifax Regional 
Fire on Tuesday afternoon. “In 
fact, firefighters have left the 
woods, and the (Department of 
Natural Resources) firefighters 
will return in the near future 


to investigate the site, as well as 
take measurements and scene 
examination of the burned 
area.” 

The rainfall was very wel¬ 
come, Meldrum said, but there 
were a couple of other factors 
that kept the thrust of the 
flames from burning homes. 

“I’m grateful it didn’t dam¬ 
age any property, and we had a 
number of things working for 
us,” he said. “The hard work of 
firefighters helped, the prompt 
response with helicopters from 
DNR helped and the fact the 
wind pushed the fire towards 
the lake helped as well.” 

Early estimates show about 
15 hectares were charred. 


Balancing the books 


SMU set for 
tuition hike 

Saint Mary’s University 
will increase tuition by the 
maximum amount allowed 
under provincial law to bal¬ 
ance its books. 

The university an¬ 
nounced its plans to raise 
tuition by three per cent 
for 2012-13 school year to 
remain in the black. 

Students will pay $4,637 
in tuition for a full course 
load in arts at Saint Mary’s. 
International students, who 
pay more, will also see a 
three per cent increase in 
tuition plus a five per cent 
increase in their inter¬ 
national differential fee. 

Saint Mary’s will scale 
back on infrastructure 
proj ects, committing just 
$4 million this fiscal year 
to capital projects. The uni¬ 
versity has spent an average 
of $14 million a year on 
infrastructure. The operat¬ 
ing budget came in at $106 
million for 2012-13. 

Tuition was frozen in 
Nova Scotia until January, 
when Labour and Advanced 
Education Minister Marilyn 
More announced a new 
three-year memorandum 
with the universities.

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Mystery. One year later,

in to stop it,” Wilson said. “That 
is all we know — that is all we

Atlantic Canada Opportun¬ 
ities Agency is cutting oper¬ 
ational funding to all of 
Atlantic Canada’s regional 
development agencies start¬ 
ing next year. 

Most of these agencies 
heavily depend on ACOA 
core funding for their sur¬ 
vival. 

ACOA Minister Bernard 
Valcourt said it’s an effort 
to trim expenses and avoid 
duplication. ACOA is tasked 
with cutting $18 million 
over the next three years, 
and it spends about $5 mil¬ 
lion a year on RDAs. 

“When I look at the role 
they have played for dec¬ 


ades now in Atlantic Canada 
I am not sure we are getting 
the bang for the buck,” Val¬ 
court told Metro on Tuesday. 

“I’m not dismissing all of 
them as being useless, what 
I’m saying is they do not 
actually administer any pro¬ 
grams, they do not devise 
any programs, they don’t 
fund any programs.” 

He called RDAs “a layer” 
that some — but not all — 
entrepreneurs use to access 
provincial and federal pro¬ 
grams. He said the money 
is better spent directly on 
small and medium-sized 
enterprises. 

“Over the coming year, 
we will engage with provin¬ 
cial governments, munici¬ 
palities and other economic 
partners to explore alter¬ 
nate, more effective ways 
to work together,” Valcourt 
said. 

For the Greater Halifax 
Partnership, it won’t threat¬ 
en its survival, but make it 
difficult for sure. 

“In a budget of $3.1 mil¬ 
lion, it’s $165,000 of un¬ 
certainty,” said Paul Kent, 


president and CEO of the 
Greater Halifax Partner¬ 
ship. 

But Kent is hopeful for 
acknowledgement from 
ACOA in the next year for 
GHP’s programming efforts. 


Kent also added he be¬ 
lieves all levels of govern¬ 
ment and the private sec¬ 
tor need to re-examine 
what economic develop¬ 
ment in Nova Scotia should 
look like.

Kidnapping incites 
Lebanese protest 



Hezbollah. ‘We will 
work day and night until 
these beloved people 
are with us,' says Sheik 
Hassan Nasrallah 


The leader of Lebanon’s Shiite 
militant group Hezbollah ap¬ 
pealed for calm Tuesday after 
people blocked roads and 
burned tires in Beirut to protest 
the kidnapping of 11 Lebanese 
Shiites in neighbouring Syria. 

The abductions in Syria’s 
northern Aleppo province 
threatened to ignite dangerous 
sectarian tensions and fuelled 
fears that Lebanon is getting 
drawn into the chaos next door. 

The Lebanese were on their 
way home from a religious 
pilgrimage in Iran when Syr¬ 
ian rebels intercepted their 
vehicles, Syria’s state-run SANA 
news agency said. The rebels 
abducted the 11 men and a Syr¬ 
ian driver. The women were 
released. 

Lebanese security officials 


confirmed the kidnapping. 

As the news of the kidnap¬ 
pings spread, residents of the 
southern suburbs of Beirut, a 
Shiite area, took to the streets 
and burned tires and blocked 
roads in protest. The leader of 
Hezbollah, a strong ally of the 
Syrian regime, appealed for 
calm and warned his followers 
against revenge attacks target¬ 
ing Syrians. 

The spark for the violence 


was the killing Sunday of 
Sheik Ahmed Abdul-Wahid, an 
anti-Syrian Sunni cleric, and 
his bodyguard in northern 
Lebanon. A Lebanese soldier 
shot the men, apparently after 
they failed to stop at an army 
checkpoint. 

The killing fuelled deep an¬ 
ger over the perceived support 
of some of Lebanon’s security 
forces for the Syrian regime.

Egypt’s election fever hits Cairo’s Garbage City 


Election fever has even come 
to Cairo’s Garbage City, the 
sprawling neighbourhood built 
on — and living off of — the 
waste of the Egyptian capital. 

The tens of thousands of im¬ 
poverished residents of the dis¬ 
trict are almost all Christians. 
For generations, they have col¬ 
lected the garbage from the city 
of nearly 20 million; they sort it 
then recycle and sell what they 
can. Their homes are built in 
and around piles of the refuse, 
where their livestock graze. 

like other Egyptians, they 
are now savouring the prospect 
of having their voice heard as 
the country begins voting on 
Wednesday for a new president, 


the first since the ouster last 
year of longtime leader Hosni 
Mubarak. 

The overwhelming concern 
for many of them is to stop any 
Islamist candidate from win¬ 
ning. Many of Egypt’s Christian 
minority — about 20 per cent 
of the population of 85 million 
— are worried that if the funda¬ 
mentalist Muslim Brotherhood 
candidate wins and moved to 
implement Islamic law, they 
will suffer greater discrimina¬ 
tion. 

As a result, many are turn¬ 
ing to the most anti-Islamist 
candidate on the slate of 13 
hopefuls — Ahmed Shafiq, a 
former air-force commander 


who was Mubarak’s last prime 
minister. 

Anwar Rizk, a garbage 
collector in the neighbour¬ 
hood, says he’s backing Shafiq 
because, “I fear the Muslim 
Brotherhood and the Salafis,” 
referring to a movement of 
ultraconservative Islamists. 
“We have Muslims living here 
as our brothers in very good 
conditions, but I fear the Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood because they 
are only after their own good.” 

His fellow resident, Iskan- 
dar Shafiq — no relation to the 
candidate — agrees and is also 
impressed by the candidate’s 
strongman image.

Cornell. Researchers 
may have colourful 
over-eating solution 


Researchers from Cornell Uni¬ 
versity may have found an ori¬ 
ginal colour-based solution to 
over-eating. 

An experiment conducted 
on 98 college students found 
that people ate less when 
they were confronted by ed¬ 
ible “stop signs.” The research 
team inserted potato chips 
that had been dyed red at 
intervals of five to seven into 
a tube. On average, these stu¬ 
dents ate 52 per cent less than 
those eating from tubes of 
regularly coloured chips, re¬ 
searchers claimed. 

“We find (the red chips) 


provide an interruption. They 
say, ‘Am I really that hun¬ 
gry?”’ Brian Walsinlc, lead 
researcher and author of 
Mindless Eating, told Metro. 
“The people didn’t know what 
the red chips meant, but al¬ 
most all of them ate one or 
two past it and then stopped.” 

Walsinlc attributes the 
findings to a disruption of 
the widespread “auto-eater” 
syndrome. “We are almost 
all mindless eaters and even 
the most controlled person is 
not aware of how food influ¬ 
ences them,” he said.

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Tighter mortgage 
rules not enough to 
cool market: OECD 


Real estate. OECD 
suggesting Bank of 
Canada raise interest 
rates this fall with a 
target of 2.25 per cent 


Moves by the federal govern¬ 
ment to tighten mortgage-lend¬ 
ing rules aren’t doing enough to 
cool the housing market in the 
hottest regions in the country, 
the Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development 
said Tuesday 

OECD senior economist 
Peter Jarrett said while some 
areas will benefit from the 
changes, red-hot markets like 
Toronto are unaffected by the 
more restrictive rules. 

“The risks are that people 
put too many eggs in one bas¬ 
ket,” Jarrett said in warning 
that low rates entice homebuy- 
ers to borrow more than they 
can sustain at higher rates. 


Rate risks

OECD senior economist Peter Jarrett, 

warning that low interest rates entice 
homeowners to borrow more than they 
can afford. 

The posted rate for a vari¬ 
able-rate mortgage at Canada’s 
big banks stands at prime plus 
0.2 percentage points, or rough¬ 
ly 3.2 per cent. 

“If rates go up something 
like we are suggesting, then 
mortgage rates will be in more 
like the five per cent range,” Jar¬ 
rett said. 

The OECD has suggested the 
Bank of Canada begin to raise 
interest rates this fall with a tar¬ 
get of 2.25 per cent by the end 
of next year, up from one per 
cent where it has stood since 
September 2010. 

“We feel that at least in the 


hottest real-estate markets, par¬ 
ticularly Toronto, that would 
be a good signal that people 
should think twice about con¬ 
tinuing to leverage up in order 
to buy more house than maybe 
they really need,” Jarrett said. 

The Paris-based internation¬ 
al-development body recom¬ 
mended last year that the 
Bank of Canada look to start 
raising interest rates, but it 
was ignored as the European 
sovereign-debt crisis rocked the 
global economy and prompted 
the central bank to remain on 
hold. 

Jarrett said as long as the 
European crisis doesn’t explode 
again this summer, higher rates 
will be justified. 

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney and Finance Min¬ 
ister Jim Flaherty have both 
warned Canadians repeatedly 
that higher interest rates are 
coming as rates have lingered 
near historic lows for years.

Mark Zuckerberg is 28 years old. 
SAYIN ’ Owr the weekend, he got mar-

Oh, and his company went 
public. It’s called Faceboolc and 
it’s now worth about $93 billion U.S., and Zuckerberg himself is 
worth about $19 billion. 

What did you do this weekend? 

The crazy thing for Zuckerberg is that it really only begins to 
get interesting. Now he has shareholders and a wife. Welcome to 
accountability, kid. 

Most of what I know about Zuckerberg I learned from that 
movie The Social Network, which made him out to be the worst 
kind of manipulative nerd, who stole the whole Faceboolc idea 
from the Winklevoss twins, two hunky Harvard Olympic-class 
characters who have made a career out of being victimized by 
Zuckerberg. Nice work if you can get it. 

But how ever it started, in exactly eight years, Zuckerberg has 
managed to turn Faceboolc into 
the world’s largest social net¬ 
work with 901 million active 
users. In June 2011, Faceboolc 
reached one trillion page views, 
making it the most-visited 
website in the world. How long 
before it passes a bazillion? 

Friday’s initial public offer¬ 
ing raised $16 billion, though 
it’s not all roses. The stock is 
falling from its opening-day 
price of $38, and a lot of invest¬ 
ors who thought they were going to buy and then flip the stock 
after Day 1 find themselves owning shares of a ... website, albeit 
the world’s most visited. 

I have a website. It’s called breakthroughpr.com. It’s yours for 
a mere billion. Or a million. OBO. 

I also have a Faceboolc account with 158 friends and, I admit, 
it’s getting away from me. I mean, who is Abutu Joseph Ejima 
and why does he want to be my friend? 

Zuckerberg has more than 14 million subscribers, which is 
the lowest order of friend. I’m one of them. 

Faceboolc is eveiywhere, including in your head, even if you’re 
a little kid. Although membership is restricted to kids over 13, 
Consumer Reports estimates there are 7.5 million kids under 13 
with a Faceboolc account, violating the rules. Do you know what 
your kids are doing on Faceboolc? Do you even know your lcids 
are on Faceboolc? 

Speaking of kids, Zuckerberg is still doing the kind of stuff 
that is sure to prompt a sequel to The Social Network: The Nerd 
Stumbles. For instance, on the eve of his IPO, he wore a hoodie 
while meeting with all the investment houses that were about to 
handle the offering. Veiy bad timing. And then General Motors 
pulled all its ads from Faceboolc. Very bad news. 

Speaking of 
marriage, we hope 
that Faceboolc 
doesn’t crater 
Zuckerberg’s. The 
site has already 
been implicated 
in more than one- 
third of last year’s 
divorces, as it only 
takes a few clicks 
to become roman¬ 
tically entangled. 

It would be ironic 
if Priscilla caught 
Mark messing 
with a “subscrib¬ 
er” in a briclcs- 
and-mortar no-tell 
motel.

'Extreme’ tourism. 
Chernobyl Diaries tells 
the story of six tourists 
who visit the abandoned 
city of Pripyat, only to 
discover they’re not 
actually alone 



Hiroshima. Three Mile Island. 
Some names stand for more 
than geography. 

Most recently the name 
Chernobyl has become the 
definition of disaster. A melt¬ 
down at the Chernobyl Nucle¬ 
ar Power Plant in 1986 caused 
the ancient city to be evacu¬ 
ated and made the name a 
nuclear-age cuss word. 

Pop culture looked to the 
disaster for inspiration. David 
Bowie and Kraftwerk wrote 
songs about the devastation. 
Satirists made jokes like, “Last 
night the Chernobyl nuclear 
power station fulfilled the five- 
year plan of heat energy gen¬ 
eration in four microseconds.” 

Nuclear energy worker 
Homer threw a brick at “No 
more Chemobyls,” chanting 
protestors on The Simpsons. 
The X-Files character Fluke- 
Man was mutated by Cher¬ 
nobyl’s radioactive waste and 
half a dozen documentaries 
(including the Oscar win¬ 
ning Chernobyl Heart) have 
detailed the fallout from the 
world’s biggest nuclear acci¬ 
dent. 

This weekend Chernobyl 



Diaries, based on a story by 
Paranormal Activity’s director 
Oren Peli, puts a horror spin 
on the tragedy by placing six 
people on an “extreme tour” 
of the Chernobyl area. 

Chernobyl Diaries uses the 
area as a setting, but the film¬ 
makers behind the short film 
Gamma (available online) went 
one better and actually shot 
the five-minute movie on loca¬ 
tion. 

The story of “Nulce-Root” 
technology, an organic process 
to rehabilitate nuclear ravaged 
towns, was filmed near the 
nuclear wasteland in Baiko¬ 
nur, Kazakhstan and aban¬ 
doned communities of Pri¬ 
pyat, Ukraine. Chernobyl was 
also the location for Universal 
Solider: Regeneration, but the 


movie was shot in Bulgaria. 
Series baddie Dolphe Lund- 
gren takes on the “perfect sol¬ 
dier” Jean-Claude Van Damme 
(JCVD) in his bid to stop a ter¬ 
rorist who plans to unleash 
a toxic cloud containing 100 
times the radiation of a bomb 
from the Chernobyl plant. 

This one is for JCVD hard¬ 
core fans only. One reviewer 
said if you come across it on 
television, “keep changing 
channels. There’s bound to be 
something better on.” 

Michael Bay got better no¬ 
tices for his Chernobyl film. 
In Transformers 3: Dark of 
the Moon, the director set 
one of the movie’s big action 
scenes — a showdown be¬ 
tween emotionless Decepticon 
Shockwave and Transformer

Ice Cream Float 

1. Preheat the oven to 
350 F (180 C). Toast the al¬ 
monds on a baking sheet 
until they are golden and 
fragrant, about eight min¬ 
utes. 

2 . Place the yolks in a 
large mixing bowl, cover 
the bowl with plastic wrap 
and set aside until ready 
to use. 

3 . In a medium saucepan, 
bring milk, cream, salt, 
almonds, almond extract, 
and V 4 cup (50 ml) of sugar 
to boil. Turn off the heat 
and let steep at room tem¬ 
perature 15 minutes; re¬ 
turn to a rolling boil. 

4 . Whisk remaining sugar 
into bowl with yolks until 
smooth. Gently temper 
yolks by slowly adding 
hot almond cream, while 
whisking constantly. Once 
completely combined, 
strain mixture through 
a fine-mesh sieve into a 
large metal bowl.

Why should pie be limited 
to dessert? No reason at all, 
actually. Everything we love 
about pie — a moist and deli¬ 
cious interior, a flaky bronzed 
crust — can work as easily for 
savouiy dinners and lunches as 
it can for cherries, apples and 
blueberries. 

To keep the stroganoff pies 
simple, use a purchased pie 
crust. And to make forming 
them even easier, cook them in 
a muffin tin. They are delicious 
warm and cool. 

1. Lightly coat a large six-cup 
muffin tin with cooking spray. 

2 . In a large skillet heat oil over 
medium-high heat. Add onion 
and saute for three minutes. 

3 . Add mushrooms, salt and 
pepper; saute for six to eight 
minutes or until well browned 
and soft. Remove from heat and 
add smoked paprika and cream 
cheese; stir to combine. Let 


mixture cool for five minutes. 

4 . In a bowl, mix mushroom 
mixture and beef; set aside. 

5 . On a lightly floured surface, 
unroll one of the prepared 
pie crusts. Cut six circles from 
the crust. Each circle needs 
to be large enough to fit into 
the muffin cups, come up the 
sides and overhang the upper 
edge by about 1 cm (1/2 inch). 
Fit one circle into each muffin 
cup. Spoon meat filling evenly 
among cups. 

6 . From the second crust, cut 
out six smaller circles to fit on 
top of the muffin pies. With 
your fingers or a fork, crimp 
around the edges to seal each 
pie. Brush tops of pies with 
beaten egg and cut a slit in the 
top crust to vent. 

7 . Bake in 400 F (200 C) oven 
for 15 to 20 minutes or until 
golden brown and a thermom¬ 


eter inserted into the centre 
reaches 74 C (165 F). Pie can 


be served warm or cooled to

For this Wok Picadillo, a cast- 
iron wok over gas heat is the 
best choice. But in a pinch, a 
large cast-iron skillet can be 
substituted. A stainless or car¬ 
bon steel wok also can be used, 
but you may find you need 
more oil to prevent sticking. 

Because speed is essential 
when cooking at high heat in a 
wok, it’s important to have all 
ingredients prepped ahead. If 
you are using a small wok, you 
may need to cook the meat in 
two batches. Avoid crowding 
the pan, as this cools it. 

Stainless steel spatulas with 
a wooden handle and curved 
edge work best with steel or 
cast-iron woks. 

This dish is best served with 
rice, especially red or brown. 

1. In bowl, whisk together the 
tamari, sherry, cornstarch and 
white pepper. Add the ground 
beef and mix until thoroughly 
incorporated. Set aside. 

2 . Set your wok over high and 
let heat for 1 minute. Add 1/2 


tablespoon of the oil and heat 
until it shimmers. Add the on¬ 
ion and both bell peppers. As 
soon as they hit the wok, im¬ 
mediately stir them around 
the pan. Cook for 5 minutes, 
or until the onions and peppers 
are just barely cooked and still 
firm and colorful. 

3 . Transfer vegetables to a 
plate. Use paper towels to dry 
wok, then return it to heat. 

4 . When the wok is hot again, 
add remaining 1/2 tablespoon 
of oil and heat until it shim¬ 
mers. Add garlic first, then im¬ 
mediately add the ground beef. 

5 . Use back of spatula to spread 
the beef across the wok as if hy¬ 
ing a wide burger. Let the meat 
sear on one side until golden 
brown. You can test for done¬ 
ness by flipping the beef in the 
centre of your wok where the 
heat is the hottest. If it is gold¬ 
en brown, flip all the beef and 
break it up with your spatula. 


6 . Once beef is just cooked 
(about seven minutes), return 
the onion-pepper mixture to 
the pan. Add the tomatoes, ol¬ 
ives, raisins, cumin, oregano 


and paprika. Mix well, then 
reduce heat to medium and fry 
for five minutes. Stir in the lime 
juice. Serve spooned over rice 
and topped with fresh cilantro, 


mint or parsley.

World-champion figure-skater 
Patrick Chan is embracing 
change in his quest for Olympic 
gold in 2014. 

Fresh off a two-weelc vaca¬ 
tion in Singapore and Bali, the 
21-year-old from Toronto ar¬ 
rived in Halifax on Tuesday to 
lack off a fundraising tour that 
will see him traverse the nation 
before he immerses himself in 
off-season training. 

He’ll not only have a new 
coach and choreographer — 
both yet to be named — he 
also plans to select new music, 
implement two new programs, 
and continue working on his 
quad jump. 

“There’s always room to 
improve and a lot of different 
things are going to happen,” 
Chan told media at a press con¬ 
ference at BMO Centre in Ham¬ 
monds Plains. 

Chan has seen his career 
take flight since a fifth-place 
finish at the 2010 Olympics in 
Vancouver. Along with back-to- 
back world championships, he 
has also set world records in 
all three scoring categories — 
short program, free program 
and total score — and won the 
2011 Lou Marsh Trophy as Can-

ada’s athlete of the year. 

While he’s proud of those 
accomplishments, he said the 
changes he’s making will chal¬ 
lenge him to “make that next 
step” in his career. 

“I’ve decided to do two 
brand-new programs, which 
isn’t very common of me — I 
usually keep one of my pro¬ 
grams, but I wanted to experi¬ 
ment and expand to another 
area of my skating ability,” said 
Chan, who spent the day sign¬ 
ing autographs, visiting the 
IWK and hosting a dinner at 
Casino Nova Scotia. 

“It’s going to be quite inter¬ 
esting to try a different chor¬ 
eographer and hopefully I’ll 
have a good season next year.” 

Those changes, combined 
with the valuable experience 
he gained in Vancouver, could 
help him in 2014 in Sochi, Rus¬ 
sia, where he hopes to become 
the first Canadian men’s figure 
skater to win Olympic gold. 

“We’ve always had veiy 
good skaters and good skating 
development, but we’ve never 
been on top,” Chan said. “To 
have that finally, in Canada, 
would be amazing. There’s a 
first for everything, so hope¬ 
fully I’m the one.”

The pace of change at Hyun¬ 
dai is indeed swift, and the 


expanding Elantra brand is 
at the forefront with a new 
two-door Coupe that’s about 
to join the compact sedan. 

An equally new GT hatch¬ 
back is also set to arrive (re¬ 
placing the Elantra Touring), 
providing a fresh-faced three- 
model Elantra lineup. 

All of this frenetic activity 
is part of Hyundai’s plan to 
introduce seven new models 
throughout the 2012 calen¬ 
dar year. 

Two-door designs haven’t 


been particularly popular 
and they traditionally repre¬ 
sent only a small percentage 
of total sales for most auto¬ 
makers. 

But they do serve as bait 
to reel in more youthful buy¬ 
ers, even if in the end they 
often wind up making a more 
practical sedan purchase. For 
the Elantra, both are smart 
choices, but for slightly dif¬ 
ferent reasons.
